The Peril* of the White Hau»e. 


THK FATALITY op POWER.— It seems thnt 


the White House at Washington is fatal to 
those who inhabit it, and in the United States 
even that in the Intoxicating cup of power there 
lurks a deadly poison. 


Of all the happy family of General Taylor, 


whose arrival in the federal capital in 1840 was 
inaugurated by brilliant, and, it may be said, 
national fetes, there remains but a single mem- 
ber to regret the splendor and the happiness of 
the past. The noble Old Zaok, the hero who 
should berer have bid farewell to the camp to 
face the cares, the rascality and the degradation 
of a political career, died a year and a half 
after his election. His wife, a Roman matron 
who in her foresight ventured to counsel the 
General to refuse the Presidency, is also dead 
Her daughten a young flower transplanted 
suddenly from the cotton fields of Misaisiippi 
to tho blazing ohanderliers of the Wh Ite House, 
has fallen in her turn ; and Anally, the husband 
of this poor youn« woman, Col. Bliss, who, by 
lit* brilliant military achievements during the 
campaign of Mexico, by his marriage with the 
beloved daughter of the 
by his appointment 
saw, five years since, life open to him a new 
and smiling horizon. Colonel Bliss is no more. 


The man whom General Taylor succeeded, 


James K. Polk, the modest Tennessee lawyer 
who managed to double almost the territorial 
magnitude of the United States, had also made 
a brilliant eutrenoe into the Federal city. He 
was young, full of life, full of hope, and had 
already in his mind's eye those provinces which 
he iutenrted to add to the map of this country, 
nnd whioh are called Texas. New Mexico, Ore- 
gon Utah and California. Four years later he 
left Washington, iad, prematurely gray, sur- 
rounded with enemies, and almost indifferent 
to that great people that he had enriched by 
three splendid diplomatic triumphs. A few 
weeks afterwards, vanquished, notwithstanding 
his robuit constitution, by the evil genius that 
haunts the White House, he expired lathe 
solitude of the West. 


The immediate predecessnr of Mr. Polk in 


the Presidency, as tho man elect of the Ameri- 
can people, General Harrison, the Cincinnati^ 
of Cincinnati, within a month after taking pos- 
session of the fatal habitation, was no more.
